CONDITION OF WINTER WHEAT.

V)A»ftmoTos, AprU 11.— The April 
returns to the department uf agricul- 
ture make condition of wheat flti.:» and 
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ffivrjiable ovci- the whole winter wheat 
area: tlie soil was generally easily 
worked, the seed bed pre^aretl with ua- 
unusnal care, and aowing toltoWdd by 
gentle raiu, saffloient to pro erly pnc; 
the earth «nd ii»are prompt and perfect 
germlnstioii. On portions of t..e At- 
lantic and gnlf coasts the time of seed- 
ing was somewhat prolonged by oocu- 
■ional rains, but the delay was not aeii- 
ons. and the desired area was planted 
and in good growth bj ths ad^eut of 
winter. 

Suit able weather and soil condition 
enabled farmers <tf the Ohio vaUsy states 
to put in a foil breadth nnde.- . stitirelv 
favorable circnms a ce<, a id pioper 
combinaticms of sunshine a yd mnL>-tnre 
which oontiuned nn.il ojld weather sent 
the plant into winter uoarte.s wiih 
s eady gii wih and a good i ol tr. 

la portions of Ka .Sis and Nebraska 
tne pvo'onged drouth of last snmtner 
exte dedmto the period of s^eam^, 
iii.eifering somewhat and .euderi-g 
germination slow but reasoi able weath- 
er during the la e fall a.idea.ly Woiier 
was snaicie .t to off the diiiadvan- 
tage of a lase start The en.iie season 
was farorablsin Califom a, whi.e in 
Oivgon a dry seed led re^ caved mois- 
ture in tims to sSenre good ihoueh late 
growth. 

The weather was generally mild OTsr 
the whole area, and while the wnow fall 
was comuaratlTely light it came when 
most neeoed. protecting the plant dur-' 
ing the coldest weather. The Ohio val- 
ley and the trans-Mississippi states were 
especially favored, growth in many i<ec- 
tions lontinning throughout the vnnter, 
witli sufficient covering, when nesilsd, 
and an entire absence of damage from 
freezing and heaving. Brown and bare 
spots are seldom met with, growth and 
color being remarkably uuiform. 'I'be 
heraian &r which was feared in i ecein- 
ber in the Osntral is yet in aleyance, 
but the presence of the pe-t is noted in 
many localities, and seiious injury 
might follow should the early season 
prove favorable to ta development. 

The general averaj^e for condition is 
the hiurhest reported for April since 
18t<2. and the Individ al state averages 
are remarkable for their auiformity. It 
is si teen points higher than last year, 
and three above the returns for Inh.i. 
A high April condition do<>8 not insure 
a large yield, but it indicates a strength 
and vitality which would enable the 
plant to withstand more than tiie ordi- 
nary vicissitudes of the season. The 
nearest approach to present condition 
duriner ra ent years was in lb8+. when 
the lar>;e8t crop ever grown was 
liarve-ted, but similar high condition in 
lt»»6 was followed by a crop of little 
more than average propoitions. The 
averages of condition in ti e principa- 
8tate.4 are: New V'l rk, '.f^; l^ennsyl- 
vania, 1*7: Tennessee, I'ti; Kentucky, U7; 
Ohio. 98; Michigan, 9;i: Indiana, 9U; 
Illinois. ii7; Missouri, 96: Kansas, »!): 
California, 9J and Oregon 97.

Hors 's receive Ix'tter 
care than any other clrt^M of »itock, and 
annual losnes vo y but little The 
p»^rcei;tajfe of loss of cattle is .slightly 
nigber than was reported in IbHb and 
lK89.the scarcity of feed swelling the 
figures in port^ono of Kansas ana Ne- 
braska. The lost^ea of sheep have been 
smaller than usual on account of better 
care and attention, while lees disease 
than usual U reported among swine, 
though there is heavy loss in tbs regions 
of last year's crop failures.
